Politics is the business of 
every man and woman, Ralph 
W. Pitman, treasurer of Phil- 
adelphia, told members of the 
Lower Merion Township Re- 
publican Committee at a reg- 
istration rally Wednesday 
night. 

"It is up to you and me to in- 
terest ourselves in our own gov- 
ernment and the way it is run," 
said Pitman, "just as much as we 
look after our homes, our busi- 
ness and the spiritual, mental 
and physical development of our 
own children." 

But, he pointed out, national 
figures show that only 80 per 
cent of those eligible to vote reg- 
ister and of those who are regis- 
tered only 65 per cent vote. 
Therefore, 52 per cent of those 
who are eligible to vote do all the 
voting and the winning candi- 
dates are actually voted into of- 
fice by a mere 27 per cent of 
those who are eligible to vote. 
27% Run Country 

That means, he emphasized, 
that the country is run by 27 per 
cent of those who have the privi- 
lege of voting. 

"I know some businessmen," 
said Pitman, "who continually 
criticize their Congressmen and 
other public officials — but always 
to one another at board meetings, 
clubs and luncheons. It's obvious- 
ly futile to make political speech- 
es to yourselves. Why not sell 
your beliefs to a guy who is go- 
ing to vote against your candi- 
date? 

"I have heard people say 'get 
close to your Congressman' — af- 
ter he is in. 

"I say get close to him before 
he is elected. Helo select him. If

Dr. Messmer said that Gillespie 
passed the required tests when 
police brought him to the Lower

As a landscape painter, coun- 
try editor, art critic and a for- 
mer Bala-Cynwyd art teacher, 
Walter Emerson Baum, cousin of 
Wynnewood's Russell Ernest 
Baum, has been well-known on 
the Main Line and the Philadel- 
phia area for 40 years. 

Although Walter is now an 
Associate of the National Acad- 
emy and will have a one-man 
show at the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts, Philadelphia, in 
SeptemberT when he began paint- 
ing at the age of eight, it was 
without much encouragement or 
recognition from his teachers. 
Painting On Wall 

The story begins in Sellersville, 
Bucks County, where Walter was 
born in 1884. It was at the age 
of two that he first noticed a 
painting on the wall of his moth- 
er's bedroom. 

"Even now," he reminisces, "I 
can remember that picture. It 
had everything in it that a child 
could desire to see around a farm. 
As I recall, it was a Currier and 
Ives print, and I still can see 
every detail of it, down to the 
chickens in the barnyard." 

Baum gives his cousin, Russ, a 
great deal of credit for his suc- 
cess. He has taken many of my 
paintings and displayed them at 
his home, "Spring Valley," Rem- 
ington Rd„ Wynnewood. Many 
people have seen them there be- 
cause Russ* parties are famous on 
the Main Line, and he has so 
many guests." 

Long Interested In Art 

Walter always has been inter- 
ested in painting for painting's 
sake, and while he did not get 
good grades as a child because his 
teachers said his work was not 



neat enough, he kept at it because 
he liked it. 

He was married at the age of 
21 to Flora Barndt, also of Sel- 
lersville, whom he credits witih 
having made him an artist, though 
he denies that he fits into such 
a category. 

She was the one who inspired 
him to attend the Academy after 
his teacher, the famous W. T. 
Trego, died during Walter's sixth 
year of study with him. Trego 
was well-known as a military ar- 
tist. 

Paints With Wife 

Walter and his wife still paint 
together, as they have for many 
years, even during the time that 
Walter was editing the Sellersville 
"Herald."- He has written and 
painted for as long as he can re- 
member, and he is now Art Editor 
of The Evening Bulletin. Other- 
wise, he retired from the news- 
paper business five years ago be- 
cause . of overwork. His wife 
manages his painting school and 
his son, Robert, oversees his art 
exhibitions. His life has become a 
little less hectic than before, as 
a result. 

A prolific painter, he estimates 
that he has done several thousand 
paintings. Fifty of these are now 
hanging at his cousin Russ' 
Wynnewood home. Chief among 
the works at "Spring Valley" is 
"North Country," a fine example 
of his winter scenes, with the ex- 
treme blue coloring for which he 
is noted. 

It has been said often than an 
artist should paint or write what 
he knows best. Walter has done 
just that. Most of his landscapes 
are scenes from near his Bucks 
County home, and they reflect his 
Pennsylvania Dutch background.

Sen. Byrd's Victory in Primary 
Encourages Rep. Howard Smith 



Special to Central Press 

WASHINGTON — Political ob- 
servers are saying that the prim- 
ary victory of Senator Harry E. 
Byrd in Virginia has encouraged 
Rep. Howard W. Smith of Alex- 
andria to seek the Senate seat 
now held by Senator Thomas G. 
Burch. 

Burch has declared that he 
wishes to retire from public of- 
fice and relinquish the seat to 
which he was appointed on the 
death of the late Senator Carter 
Glass. The Virginia incumbent 
served in the House before he was 
elevated to the upper chamber. 

The forthcoming Virginia Dem- 
ocratic contest will be to pick a 
candidate to run for the remain- 
der of Glass' term, which ends in 
1949. 

Smith, named recently to suc- 
ceed himself as a member of the 
lower chamber, long has had his 
eye on a Senate seat. He is said 
to believe that now the time is 
ripe, particularly with Senator 
Burch ready to call it quits. 

Senator Harry F. Byrd's victory 
was a clear-cut defeat of CIO- 
PAC elements, who assailed his 
conservative record in the cham- 
ber on domestic issues. 

Smith has taken much the same 
position on most domestic issues 
that Byrd has. He has been at- 
tacked by the same political foes. 

The slim Virginian from Alex- 
andria reportedly is seeing his 
political star in the ascendancy 
as a result of Byrd's victory and 
is ready to take the leap into larg- 
er waters. 

* * * 

The army expects to fly an air- 
plane at a speed of 1,500 miles 
per hour and at an altitude of 
80,000 feet within the next year. 

This supersonic, rocket-propel- 
led aircraft is the XS-1, which now 
is virtually ready to make its first 
powered flight but will not at- 
tempt to exceed the speed of 
sound until some time in 1947. 

The plane was designed and 
built under the joint supervision 
of the Army Air Forces Air Ma- 
teriel Command and the Bell Air- 
craft corporation of Buffalo, N/Y« 



When its powered flight tests 
are completed at Muroc Lake, Cal., 
the XS-1 will *be turned over to 
the national advisory committee 
for aeronautics for additional test- 
ing and research. 

The NACA will shoulder the re- 
sponsibility of breaking through 
the barrier of speed faster than 
sound. 

This is to be attempted in a 
series of trial flights, starting at 
speed levels around 600 miles per 
hour and gradually increasing un- 
til the 1,500 MPH goal is reached. 

Air Forces officials point out 
that the XS-1 is not a military 
aircraft but a flying laboratory 
which will provide data to be used 
in the design of planes of the 
future. 

The XS-1 already has been 
flown by Bell Test Pilot Jack 
Woolams, but not under its own 
power. It has been carried into 
the air by a B-29 Superfortress, 
released, and allowed to dive and 
glide. 

Woolams reported the airplane 
"solid as a rock" at 13,000 feet 
and an airspeed of 350 miles per 

hour. 

* • * 

The • defeat of Rep. Roger C. 
Slaughter (D) of Missouri in his 
campaign for renomination may 
clear the way for passage by the 
next Congress of two major pieces 
of legislation previously blocked 
in the potent House committee on 
rules. 

They are the bills for a perma- 
nent Fair Employment Practice 
commission and an increased 
minimum wage for the nation's 
workers. 

Both died in the rules commit- 
tee, of which Slaughter was a 
member, largely because of the op- 
position of Slaughter and five 
other Democratic members from 
southern and border states. 

Presumably, if the Democrats 
retain control of the House, an 
administration supporter will be 
named to replace Slaughter, which 
would assure sufficient votes to 
bring the two bills before the 
House for a vote. 

Both bills stand a good chance 
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of rules committee approval even 
if the. Republicans gain control, 
for both parties are committed to 
support the legislation, 
r Slaughter cast the deciding 
vote which killed the FEPC bill 



in the rules committee and thus 
incurred the enmity of President 
Truman and other powerful 
groups. He also voted consistently 
against other administration mea- 
sures.

Veterans And Service News

Provisions of Terminal Pay 

Veterans' Service Bureau today 
contains the answers to countless 
inquiries which have come to our 
Washington office concerning pro- 
visions of the new terminal pay 
law for enlisted men, recently 
signed by the President. Official 
title to the act is the armed forces 
leave act of 1946, which, by the 
way, is the first major revision 
of armed forces leave policies in 
70 years, since the basic law re- 
specting army and navy officers' 
leaves dates from 1874, with an 
amendment in 1876. 

Here's what the act does: Over- 
all, it gives to about 15 million 
former army, navy, marine and 
coastguard members an estimat- 
ed 2.7 billion dollars in cash and 
interest bearing five-year bonds. 

Essentially the act gives officers 
and enlisted men and women of 
all services identical leave rights 
and limits the amount of leave 
which any individual may accrue 
to 60 days, instead of the maxi- 
mum of 120 days for officers as 
heretofore. 

Men still in active service who 
have accumulated from 61 to 120 
days leave as of September 1, 1946, 
will be reimbursed in cash and 
bonds for the balance over 60 
days, and on September 1 will 
have to their credit 60 days leave. 
As more leave time acrrues to 
these persons, . they must take 
their leave or lose credit for it.. 

All veterans who already have 
left the service will be paid in cash 
and bonds for accumulated leave 
not taken up to 120 days between 
September 8, 1939, and Setember 
1, 1946. The treasury, the army 
and the navy have outlined the 
following steps to be taken by vet- 
erans in applying for their pay- 
ments. 

1. Obtain from any post office 
in the country a form entitled, 
"Claim for Settlement Unused 
Leave" and the instruction sheet 
which goes with it. 

2. Pill out this form, follow- 
ing the instruction sheet. If as- 
sistance is desired it may be ob- 
tained at any of the 3,000-odd 
veterans' community information 
or advisory centers throughout 
the nation, or at the office of any 
state or county veterans' service 
officer. 

3. Swear to or affirm the 
statements made in the form be- 
fore a notary public or other civil 
officer authorized to administer 
oaths. The majority of the com- 
munity information or advisory 
centers will provide this notarial 
service free of charge. 

4. Mail the completed form, to- 
gether with your discharge certi- 
ficate, or certification of service 
for each period of service covered 
in the claim, to the appropriate 
army, navy, marine corps or coast 
guard paying officer listed on the 
reverse side of the claim listed on 
the reverse side of the claim form. 
Your discharge certificate may be 
the original, a photostatic copy, 
or a certified copy. If the origin- 
al discharge certificate has been 
lost or destroyed, a certificate in 
lieu of discharge, which will oe 
considered as valid evidence for 
payment, will be issued on appli- 
cation to the appropriate one of 
the following agencies: For ex- 
ample the Adjutant general's of- 
fice, 4300 Goodfellow Blvd., St. 
Louis 20, Mo.; for navy — Chief of 
Naval Personnel, Navy depart- 
ment, Washington 25, D. C; U. 
S. Marine Corps, Washington 25, 
D. C; for Coast Guard, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C.

for a certificate may be obtained 
at any recruiting office. It is good 
idea to £ave at least one photo- 
static copy of your original dis- 
charge certificate made for your 
own files. 

5. Upon receipt of the claim 
and supporting papers, the paying 
officer will examine all documents 
to make certain they are in proper 
form for payment, and after the 
supporting documents have served 
their purpose, they will be mailed 
back to you. Payment will be 
made as soon as possible, possibly 
by October 1. But do not write or 
call in person to paying officers 
inquiring about your claim. It 
will only delay speedy settlement 
of claims. 

6. If the amount of the claim 
is less than $50, or if the claimant 
was last separated from active 
service before January 1, 1943, 
payment will be made in full by 
treasury check. For claims over 
$50 payment will be in bonds in 
multiples of $25, with a check for 
the balance. For instance, if the 
leave claim is for $219, the veter- 
an will get $200 in $25 bonds and 
a check for $19. In cases where 
veterans have died, or in cases 
where they have been adjudged 
incompetent, payment will be 
made fully by check to survivors.

Colonel Turner R. Sharp, com- 
manding officer of the Philadel- 
phia Quartermaster Depot, em- 
phasized the importance of coop- 
eration by next of kin with the 
War Department's program for 
the return and final burial of 
American overseas dead in World 
War II.

Colonel Sharp said that the 
Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot 
will endeavor in every way possi- 
ble to assist next of kin to ob- 
tain desired information concern- 
ing the program.

Usually, football officials axe 
expected to possess the wisdom of 
a Solomon and judiciousness of a 
Supreme Court Justice. The fact 
that rules makers are constantly 
juggling the standards from sea- 
son to season only makes their 
work more involved. 

However, two PIAA officials are 
attempting to make their load a 
little lighter this season, Dr. Frank 
P. Maguire, commissioner of Penn- 
sylvania Interscholastic Athletic 
Association officials, and Executive 
Secretary Edmund Wicht are 
making a flying tour of the State. 
Dr. Maguire and Wicht are con- 
ducting rules interpretation meet- 
ings in 10 different districts. They 
visited Philadelphia suburban ref- 
erees and coaches yesterday, ac- 
quainting them with 1946 football 
rules changes at Upper Darby 
High. 

Six rules changes are listed 
in the release issued by Dr. 
Maguire. Only a couple are ex- 
pected to greatly affect Subur- 
ban Conference play this sea- 
son; some, such as that order- 
ing contrasting jerseys, definitely 
were needed. 
Artificial tees, used on kickoff 
plays, have been okayed by PIAA 
rulemakers and will make their 
first appearance in the State this 
fall. They were made legal by 
a change in the National Feder- 
ation football rules, providing the 
tee is of pliable material and is 
not more than three inches high. 
The artificial tee is expected to 
be a factor in many games, be 
cause a lengthy and accurate kick 
off can force the receiving team 
to take the offensive deep within 
its own territory. Previously, only 
dirt tees could be used. 

The comparatively recent ad- 
vent of many pass plays has made 
the color of jerseys worn by op- 
posing elevens an important fac- 
tor. The rule stipulates that the 
home team has first choice in the 
color of jersey to be worn, if it 
notifies the visiting club in ad- 
vance of the colors it will wear. 

Forward and backward motion 
also has been clarified and ampli- 
fied in another rule change. As 
revised, the rule makes it clear to 
officials, players and fans that a 
direct parallel with a yardline is 
considered backward when a pass 
is involved, but it is considered 
forward when movement of a 
player is concerned. 

Failure of the offensive team 
to have seven players on the 
line will be listed as a form of 
offside this season. The referee 
does not have authority to blow 
his whistle before the play ends 
if a team commits such an in- 
fraction, however. 
Changing the ternicology for 
greater clarity, the rules commit- 
tee now defines a passer as: "One 
who has thrown a legal forward 
pass." Previously, the rule stated 
that a passer was "one who leg 
ally passed forward." 

Under the new rule, a player is 
a potential ball carrier while he 
still holds the ball. He becomes. 
a passer only after he has passed 
the ball forward. Since rushing 
the passer has become a common 
practice, this clarification will es- 
tablish a finer line of demarca- 
tion between a passer and a ball 
carrier. 

Rule makers also have sought to 
speed up games and eliminate the 
delays caused by the necessity of 
waiting until the clock stopped be- 
fore making substitutions. A sub- 
stitution may now go on the field 
whenever the ball is dead. If the 
clock is running, however, not 
more than two substitutes from 
the same team m*y enter the 
game. 

They will then enter at the 
risk of having the 30-second 
time limit expire, or of having 
the offensive team snap the ball 
before substitutions are com- 
pleted. Previously, a time out 
was charged if substitutes ap- 
peared while the clock was 
running.

On The 

Links 




By MARTY LYONS 

Llanerch Country Club golf pro and 
president, Philadelphia PGA 
The No. 8 iron, perhaps a much- 
maligned club among many golf- 
ers really is one of the handiest 
clubs in your bag. With the 8- 
iron you can play anything from 
a full, lusty shot to a very short 
chip. 
The club is especially useful 
when the greens 
^ are fast and you 
need extra loft to 
) make the ball 
■stick. Many golf 
• pros play a half 
or three-quarter 
; shot with .the 
No. 8 in prefer- 
ml ence to a full 
m shot with the 9- 
y iron. 

Persona lly, 
I have found 
that method 
very useful in 
my own game. 
The important 
mart? Lyons thing to remem- 
ber is to use very 
little hand action. Let the arms 
and body do most of the work. 
In this instance, the main func- 




tion of the hands is to hold the 
golf club firmly. 

Remember that any conscious 
effort to use the hands spoils 
the stroke. For a full 8-iron shot, 
I take a comfortable stance, with 
the heels eight to 10 inches apart. 
The weight is evenly divided on 
bjpth feet. 

Try to address the ball slight- 
ly back of the center of the 
stance, with the clubhead 
square to the line of flight. The 
body turn as you begin the 
backswing will carry the arms 
and club to the top. 
On the forward motion of the 
body, transfer the weight from 
the right to the left foot. The 
body will control the entire 
motion of the so-called "inside 
out" swing, and the length of the 
backstroke controls the distance 
you will hit the ball. 

If you want to hit a half 
shot, just let the turn gc back 
to where you can generate only 
half power. And when you chip 
with the No. 8 iron, use a very 
short stroke, with the feet close 
together. 

In next week's column, Marty 
Lyons will tell hoio to play the 
No. 9 iron.
